The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

Although the Examiner does not agree with several of 
applicant's recently submitted arguments in his amendment after 
final, he believes the invention is patentable since, upon 
reconsideration, it appears that the prior art rejection of 
record requires an undue amount of hindsight. More particularly, 
the rationale set forth in applicant's response at page 7, bottom 
two paragraphs wherein the claimed article "allows for the 
production of a dual purpose label, which is suitable both as a 
conventional label and a promotional and marketing tool by having 
a removable portion on a reverse side of the label" is not 
believed to be obvious subject matter by the Examiner. 
Applicant's claimed structure which can have a layer of polyester 
positioned adjacent a layer having a density^-©??- softness less 
than the polyester (such as polypropylene) has desirable 
properties which are neither disclosed nor suggested by the 
Examiner's proposed prior art combination'! The Examiner agrees 
that the prior art rejection of record relies on applicant's 
disclosure and that there was no suggestion in the prior art of 
combining the two layers in the manner defined, in order to 
produce the composite label of this invention, and to realize the 
substantial benefit of, if desired, being able to cut one layer 
while leaving the other layer intact. Although laminates which

comprise a layer of polyester adjacent a layer of polypropylene 
are believed known, the Examiner has not cited any teaching which 
would so identify such a structure, nor form such a structure for 
the reasons set forth by applicant.
